The Tangerine Bowl, - - colorful 
New Year's night football, classic, 
was started in 1946. Now "the Or- 


lando, Fia., event is known as “the 


little bow! with the’ big heart,” and 


is recognized by National Collegi- ; 


ate Athletic Association as“ the 
only 100 per cent charity - bowl 
game in thé nation.’ 

On Sept, 18, 1946, a dozes mem- 
bers of the Orlando Elks sought a 
solution to the problem of raising 
money to help defray expenses at 
the Harry-Anna Crippled Chil-- 
dren’s Home in Umatilla, Fla. © 

These men found the answer... 
bringing an outstanding football 
game to Central Florida. The best 
squads of small colleges were con- 
tacted; and on Nov. 20, 1946, it 
was announced that Catawaba Col- 
lege of Salisbury, N. C.; would op- 
pose Maryville College, Maryville, 
Tenn. 


_ Success Since Beginning ais 


The Catawba Indians thorough- 
ly trounced Maryville in that first 
game, with a 31-6. victory. 

The next year, 1952, 9,000 fans 
saw the Catawha Indians return to 
the Bowl to rack up a 7-0 win over

W. Va., thus becoming. the first 
team to make two: appearances in 


the Tangerine Bowl and. the only | 


team to win twice, 
Tied Score in 1949.
